Washington, Dec. 15 — By a vote of 


106 to 1SS the house of representatives 
refused to increase from ?5,000 to 
$7,500 the salaries of senators, mem- 
bers and delegates. The house, how 
ever, by an overwhelming vote, In 
creased the salaries of the vice presi- 
dent, the speaker of the house and 
members of the president's cabinet to 
$12,000 each. In anticipation of the 
question there was large attendance. 
The several amendments for increase 
were ottered by Mr. Littauer of New 
York to the legislative appropriation 
bill. After disposing of the salary 
question the house passed the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial appropria- 
tion hill, and adjourned. 


Secretary Taft, in his annual report, 


says of the Philippines: 


"It gratifies me to be able to say 


that conditions in the Philippines 
show steady improvement. The Phil- 
ippine commission has used every ef- 
fort to cut down the expenses of gov- 
ernment, and has found this not in- 
consistent with rendering the govern- 
ment more efficient. In every part of 
the islands, except in the two prov- 
inces of Leyte and Samar, peace and 
tranquillity obtain. 
The capture or 


surrender of the leaders of ladrone 
bands in the island of Luzon has 
brought about a better condition than 
ever before existed in the islands. 


"In Samar and Leyte there has been 


for a long time a bitter feud between 
the mountain peoples of those two 
islands, known as Pulahanes, and the 
people of the coast towns. In these 
islands the Pulahanes raise hemp and 
dispose of it to purchasers from the 
coast towns. They are at times sub- 
ject to oppression and fraud by the 
local dealers in hemp and by the mu- 
nicipal officials who attempt to monop- 
olize their sales at prices very much 
below the market.

suspicion and resentment on the part 
of th§ mountain people against consti-

"When Governor Harris named J. E. 


Campbell, former governor, for one of 
the members of the 
commission to 


cod'fy the state laws, he is said to 
have heaped coals of fire on the head 
of the earstnhile 
"Butler 
mascot." 


When Campbell was governor, so the 
story goes, one of the first things he 
did after his inauguration was to re- 
quest the resignation of General Har- 
ris, who vas a trustee of the Soldiers' 
and Sailors' Ori leans' home at Xenia. 
The reason for it vas political, not 
personal. In tl osc days there were 
only four merrl>°rs of the board of 
trustees of pach of the state institu- 
tions, and alwa\s ('-.roe trustees be- 
longed to th" majority part) and one 
to the minont,- 
So. to s?pt control of 


tr-f Xt-nia homo. Campbell appointed 
a Democrat in place of that one of the 
three Republican trustees whose term 
expired th?t year, and also removed 
Harris, another of the Republican 
trustees, and put a Democrat in his 
place 
In this way he turned the in- 


stitution 
over to the 
Democrats. 


Nowadays, when there arc five trus- 
tees, divided politically three to two, 
and with one trustee retiring each 
year, it i« not so often necessary to 
take drastic measures to bring about 
a change in the political complexion 
of these boards.

Laylin. who was fully as much taken 
by surprise as was the rest of the 
f?rld by the appointment of former 
Governor Campbell to serve with him 
on the state codifying 
commission,

Campbell was governor and wai one 
of 
the influential 
Republicans- who 


wont to the a'd of the ad-uinistration. 
Campbell found he could not count 
on all the Democratic 
members 
to 


support h.'.s plan, for which he sum- 
moned an extra session, of ousting the 
board of puWSc affairs in Cincinnati, 
and it would bave failed' had not Re- 
publicans. of whom Lajlin was one, 
gone 1o his assistance. 


The governor selecUrt 
{he three 


members of this commission from R 
list of 87 lawyers, whose names were 
submitted to him. It was known al- 
most from the first that Layliu would 
be one of tbe three men to be chos*en. 
The other Republican member, Judss 
Hiram L. Sibley of Marietta, is a c-.fir 
war veteran, 70 years old, and hat- 
served on the common picas and cir 
cult court bench. 


Oovernor Campbell is CO years old, 


and served in the navy during a part 
of the civil war. Laylin is the young- 
est member of the commission, being 
58 years old. Ho formeily represented 
Huron county in the legislature, and 
was speaker of the house in 1892. The

This codifying 
commission 
is to 


cover a wider scone than any hereto- 
fore created. During the McKinley ad- 
ministration a 
commission codified 


the insurance laws, but no action 
followed. 
Another commission was 


appointed by Governor Bushnell under 
an act passed in l^OS to codify the 
municipal 
laws. 
That 
commission 


consisted of Judge Kibler of Newark 
and Judge Pugb of Columbus. After 
working two yearo they submitted a 
document about a foot thick compre- 
hending a codified revision of munici- 
pal laws. It was presented to the leg- 
islature in 1900, out the 
statesmen 


merely looked at it and ordered it 
placed on file. The municipal code that 
ensued was created during a special 
session in 1902 without an intermedi- 
ary commission, although Wade H. 
Ellis, the present attorney 
general, 


had much to do with its construction.

"Under the aet creating 
this new 


commission, which originated in the 
state senate at the session this \ear 
through a bill intioduced by Senator 
Joseph E. Sites of Lancaster, the com 
missioners are to devote their whole 
time to the work. They are to bring 
together the different statutes bearing 
on the same subjects, to omit redund- 
ant and obsolete sections, to make the 
statutes harmonize with the constitu- 
tion, to reconcile contradictions, sup- 
ply omissions, to make doubtful parts 
read in clear and strong language for 
what is equivocal or ambiguous and 
to eliminate what is circuitous or tau- 
tological. The whole is to be arranged 
in suitable divisions, chapters, sec- 
tions, titles, heads, etc. The commis- 
sion is to make 500 copies of its re- 
port, a copy to be given to each mem- 
ber of the legislature, for his consid- 
eration with a view to the enactment 
of the whole report, to constitute the 
latest revised statutes of Ohio. The 
members of the commission 
are to 


have at all times free access to the 
records of all state departments. They 
are authorized to employe such clerks 
and stenographers as the 
governor 


may deem proper, and must render an 
account to the governor of the funds 
spent for this service. 


Two of the clerks in the office of 


Secretary Laylin are candidates for 
clerkships with the codifying commis- 
sion. One of them is Edward D. How- 
ard of Columbus, former state sena- 
tor, and the other is Charles R. Brew- 
er of Bowling Green.

board of charities and corrections, in 
his annual report to the
